Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has been 
reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 22 June 2005 has 
been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 17-19, 21, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Accutrak (photographs submitted in the IDS of 22 June 2005). Accutrack 
discloses the claimed invention, an ultrasonic (acoustic emission) leak detector having a 
mounting assembly adapted for connection to a scientific instrument producing a 
perceptible output responsive to the sensor signal, the mounting assembly comprising a 
flexible, tubular, hollow member allowing gas flow therein, having an AE sensor 
disposed between two bored end caps an din electrical connection with the processing 
circuitry. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 23-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Accutrak in view of Richards (US 2004/0050188 A1 ). Accutrack teaches the claimed 

invention except for use of a circuit board attached to the sensor, Richards teaches a 

gas sensor having an AE sensor [23] on a circuit board [95] along with ultraviolet LEDs 

[30] and a camera [20]. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 

art at the time the invention was made to use an AE sensor [23] on a circuit board [95] 

along with ultraviolet LEDs [30] and a camera [20], to detect leaks, since Richards 

teaches that these components allow detection of the location of the leak by combining 

advantages of detecting the location of escaping fluid with the visual detection of the 

location of already escaped fluid.
